The Board had replied stating that there was no 
possibility of a mains gas supply being brought to 
the village. 

Reporting on the North Wolds Plan and improvements 
to the village centre, the Chairman stated that 
negotiations are still proceeding between the 
Borough of Charnwood and the County Council. 

The Chairman reported on the agreement reached with 
the Charnwood New Agricultural Landscapes for the 
provision of a sereen of trees around the sewage 
works situated between Burton and Walton. This 
same department had also agreed to look into the 
possibility of providing a natural screen around 
the sewage pumping station in Seymour Road. 


Referring to the Churchyard, the Chairman informed 
the meeting that the Parish Council has agreed to pay 
half the annual maintenance costs. The Council has 
also agreed to consider making a grant towards the 
cost of a new notice board and entrance gates for 


the churchyard. 

The Chairman reported that the Wymeswold Airfield 
is being released by the Ministry of Defence, and 
the Council had reiterated its wish that the land 
should be returned to full agricultural use. 

In conclusion the Chairman thanked members of the
